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Feedback from the Third ASEM summit 
in Seoul 


Campaigning Korean style 


The first Asian-European Meeting was held in 
1996. This biennial event brings together EU 
heads of state and leaders from ten of the 
countries in East Asia including Japan, China, 
South Korea and the ASEAN - minus Burma. The 
third ASEM took place from 15 to 20 October in 
Seoul, and ATTAC was on the scene, participating 
in the Alternative Forum, as well as the numerous 
meetings and demonstrations taking place 
throughout the week. What’s more, we were in 
good company, as the summit was attended by 
262 activists representing 95 organisations from 
33 countries - and that’s not counting the vast 
number of South Koreans present. 


For the first time, the French delegation was 
amongst the largest, as in 1996 it consisted for 
the most part of representatives from the Centre 
Lebret and the Comité catholique contre le faim et 
pour le développement (CCFD). This time the 
numbers were swollen by delegates from ATTAC, 
AC!, Sud PTT et le Groupe des dix, le Mouvement 
des sans papiers, a number of feminists and the 
Euro-MP, Roseline Vachetta. 


Growing Interest 


Not all of those organisations in France concerned 
by the alternative summit were able to go to 
Seoul. Nevertheless, constructive links were 
established in the spring of last year when an 
Asian delegation met with other trade union 


organisations including Confédération Paysanne, 
the FSU, the CFDT and the CGT, during a visit 
organised by the Renault branch of the CGT union, 
the car manufacturer having recently taken over 
Nissan in Japan and Samsung Motors in Korea. So 
with a bulging calendar of international events 
(Marche mondiale des femmes, Via Campesina 
conference etc) drastic choices had to be made 
forcing them to abandon certain dates. 


The expanding interest in France for the ASEM 3 
summit can be explained by the fact that the two 
extremes of Eurasia are being drawn together 
towards a common goal: resistance to neo-liberal 
globalisation. Equally, we are recognising our 
responsibilities in respect of the EU’s Asian 
policies, at a time when the three major economic 
powers, the USA, Western Europe and Japan are 
“recolonializing” the world. At the same time, 
union and social movements in South Korea have 
been playing an active part in the international 
arena during recent years. The ASEM 3 summit 
has presented us with the ideal opportunity to 
assert our support for the struggles underway 
throughout East Asia and to reinforce our links 
with those organisations whose force we are now 
better able to assess. 


The interest expressed is mutual, with the Asians 
being specially interested in the French 
experience. Many links have been forged between 
unions in France and South Korea; the movement 
for the rights of the unemployed, AC! were 
recently invited to Seoul where the plight of the 
unemployed is a fairly recent yet pressing issue. 
Since its creation in 1998, our own association 
ATTAC has also been in contact with a number of 
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movements in the Far East. The impetus of its 
initiative gives rise to a number of questions: How 
has the campaign of resistance to market 
dictatorship been mounted? How is the campaign 
for the introduction of the Tobin tax bound up with 
other areas of militancy? How does the socio-civic 
marriage function within the organisation? 


The French delegation was one of those, along 
with the Thai delegation, to have the strongest 
social element present in its ranks, in conjunction 
with the NGOs. It was particularly active in co- 
organising and conducting some of the workshops 
featured in the Alternative Forum, as well as in the 
initiation of a network’ of — progressive 
parliamentarians (which we shall come back to in 
a second article.) The agenda included workshops 
on a variety of themes incorporating spirituality 
and globalisation led by the Centre Lebret, women 
and the workplace co-ordinated by AC! and Sud, 
poverty chaired by the CCFD, and trade and 
finance by ATTAC, and so on and so forth. Overall, 
you could say that ATTAC was very prominent, 
being invited amongst others to participate in the 
opening plenary session and chosen to lead the 
entire foreign delegation in the show of solidarity 
during the main street demonstration. 


A learning opportunity 


A network of associations has been formed since 
1996, bringing the voice of the citizen to the ASEM 
summit. Although there is an imbalance in the 
distribution of countries represented in the 
network, some of ATTAC’s regular partners are 
amongst the co-ordinating organisations, including 
the Transnational Institute of Amsterdam from 
Europe, Focus on the Global South of Bangkok 
from East Asia, and not forgetting the radical 
labour movement, the KCTU in South Korea, 
which is directing all the initiatives in Seoul. We 
also met up in Seoul with our friends from the 
KoPA, the coalition against regional free trade 
agreements. 


The ASEM is also an ideal occasion for getting to 
know other partners with whom we have had no 
previous dealings. This was very much the case in 
Korea, with the Federation of environmental 
organisations and an impressive flying squad of 
feminist organisations (on the Korean side, the 
women were often in the majority in leading the 
Alternative Forum and in the street rallies but not 
where union representation was concerned.) For 
the members of the French delegation, Seoul was 
a very rich political experience that offered us a 


glimpse of what particularises the situation in this 
country. 


It was apparent that differences of opinion existed 
came between the more radical and the more 
moderate movements. These concerned the 
characterisation of the official process of the ASEM 
(which we will deal with later), the principle of 
government subsidisation and the form 
(confrontational or pacifist) that the street 
demonstrations should take. Such conflicts of 
interest are common features of international 
rallies (Seattle, Prague, etc) but they have a 
particular relevance in this instance. Ten years 
after the end of dictatorship, a number of different 
political tendencies are taking form (liberal, social 
democrat, radical left-wing etc.) South Korea 
appears to be one of those countries, (along with 
France and the USA), in which a major union 
confederation (the KCTU) has direct links with 
community groups, but where the inconsistency 
with a wing of the NGOs is no less intense 
concerning the liberal reforms being instigated 
within the framework of globalisation under the 
presidency of Kim Dae-jung. The question being 
asked though, is whether these reforms should be 
accepted, or even intensified, in order to consign 
the bureaucratic industrial conglomerates to the 
past, or whether the reforms should be blocked for 
the benefit of employment, by defining a “third 
way” which is opposed to all dictatorship whether 
it be by the conglomerates or the IMF? 


Despite this tension, the debates in the Alternative 
Forum allowed for a greater understanding of the 
experiences both in Europe and in Asia, and 
provided space to reflect collectively on the 
fundamental issues. As for the events, both 
cultural and militant, they were nothing short of 
inspired, and the Koreans went about them with 
such enthusiasm and ceremony that we in France 
could do with taking a leaf out of their book. 


On the evening of 19 October, there were 5,000 
people gathered together on the university 
campus. They spent the night there before taking 
to the streets for the first time on the Friday 
morning, when the first confrontations with the 
police took place. The afternoon of the 20th saw 
20,000 of us (according to the organisers and the 
media) gathered for a rally organised jointly by all 
the parties concerned (to be specific, the NGO’s 
Alternative Forum, the KoPA and an ad-hoc 
coalition.) It was on this occasion that ATTAC took 
the podium, alongside the KCTU and the coalition 
of feminist organisations, to assert world-wide 
solidarity. On the following day, the foreign 
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delegations walked the length of the (rather 
poorly named) demilitarised zone separating North 
and South Korea, a potent reminder of the hot 
and cold wars of the 1950s and a particularly 
symbolic visit as the political dialogue has just 
been re-established between the two divisions of 
Korea. 


Many contacts were pursued on the fringes of the 
Forum and the demonstrations, including with the 
Taegu Round, an initiative largely instigated by 
the FKTU, a more moderate union than the KCTU. 


Going to Seoul has allowed ATTAC to kill “three” 
birds with one stone. We have been able to 
reinforce and widen our links with the labour and 
social movement in Korea. We have actively 
participated with the Asians in their struggle 
against neo-liberal globalisation, pursuing a 
commitment initiated back in 1998. We have 
enrolled in the network of organisations that allow 
the demands of citizens in France and Europe to 
be voiced at the ASEM, this summit between the 
EU and the countries of East Asia. This was a first 
for us but it won’t be the last. The Fourth ASEM is 
set for 2002 in Denmark.

WTO Tidbits 
Meeting of the Cairns Group in Canada 


The Canadian minister declared that the US has 
lately contributed in a big way to an increase in its 
agricultural subsidies, in the context of the 
subsidy war between the US and the EU. In his 
view, their declarations of a year ago were closer 
to the objectives of the Cairns group. 


The EU Minister for Agriculture attended the 
meeting, but the not US Secretary for Agriculture, 
who declined the invitation. In the course of the 
meeting, Mr Fishler, European Commissioner for 
Agriculture, declared: "European agriculture is 
different, it's quite another thing from producing 
socks. It is also much more than mere food 
production; it meets the demands of our society. 
That is why we need trade regulations which are 
different from those of industry. Those who 
ignore these realities have learnt nothing from 
Seattle. The WTO must get to grips with 
questions outside the strict context of trade. Our 


demand that the environment, rural development, 
or food safety, be included in WTO negotiations 
under the agricultural chapter is no mere smoke 
screen or disguised protectionism. We want to 
approach these questions without in any way 
hindering trade exchanges. | ask you : can one 
describe as protectionist the trade block with the 
highest world rate of agricultural imports, and 
whose agricultural exchange deficit with Cairns 
group countries is no less than 16 billion euros?" 


In the meantime, the US agricultural lobby is 
pushing Clinton to open an enquiry into "disloyal 
trade practices" against the Canadian Wheat 
Office, entrusted with the monopoly of West 
Canadian wheat and hay exports. 


The group will encourage resumption of talks at 
the WTO at the beginning or 2001, and expresses 
anxiety about the possibility of their being put off 
until end 2001. 


The laurels of the WB Director 


Mr Wolfensohn was director of his investment 
firm, specializing in fusions and acquisitions. On 
his nomination to the WB in 95, he was replaced 
by P. Volker, ex-Chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Bank. Mr Jeffrey Goldstein succeeded P. Volker 
(96-99), then was nominated to the WB in 99. In 
96, Wolfensohn Inc. fused with Bankers Trust, to 
form BT Wolfensohn. In 99, the group was 
acquired for 10 billion dollars by Deutsche Bank, 
which was in consequence accused of predatory 
acts, high-interest mortgage loans, and 
repurchase of mortgages in low income areas of 
the US. 


Upon leaving the Bank, WB chief economists often 
join the IMF (Stanley Fisher, Jessica Einhorn, who 
also worked with the US Treasury and State 
Departments, and Massood Ahmed..) 


Lawrence Summers went from the Bank to the US 
Treasury Dept, where he took the place of R. 
Rubin. Fisher, Rubin, Summers and Greenspan 
have been nicknamed the "Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse" for having transformed the 
conjunctural Asian crisis into a full-scale recession. 


Brady, another Treasury Dept. secretary, when he 
left, set up an investment firm on emerging 
markets. He was joined by Richard Krank, ex-WB. 


The European Commission and GMOs 
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Before a European Parliament (EP) committee, the 
European Commission has once more affirmed its 
objective of being able, "in the near future", to 
recommence issuing authorisations for new GMOs. 


Mrs Wallstrom (Environment Commissioner), 
presenting her strategy to the EP Environment 
Committee with her colleague David Byrne, from 
Health and Consumer Protection, gave her opinion 
that the moratorium on new GMOs, in force since 
mid-99, "has no legal basis". She expressed the 
wish that the reconciliation between the Council of 
Ministers and the EP be "clinched as soon as 
possible". 


The new obligations would be incorporated in 
authorisations issued for GMOs. Companies 
presenting requests for autorisation will have to 
undertake voluntarily to apply these dispositions. 


In parallel, the Commission will submit a set of 
rules for labelling GMOs and products containing 
them. It will also present a system of traceability 
for GMOs. On the question of the responsibility of 
GMO producers, Mrs Wallstrom recalled that her 
department is preparing a general directive on 
environmental responsibility for next year. 


Meanwhile, Germany wants the EU to re-negotiate 
the Directive on _ Bio-Technology Patents 
(98/44/EC), esteeming this to be inadequate for 
dealing with the rapid developments which are 
known in this field. The Germans criticize 
particularly the patenting of genes, genetic 
sequences and parts of genetic sequences, of 
human, animal, plant or micro-organic origin. 
They point out that "the ethical limitations on 
patenting parts of the human body should be 
made legal world wide". 


While expressing satisfaction with the German 
position, Greenpeace pointed out that it is up to 
the Commission to initiate new legislation. It is 
well known that the EU executive has always 
shown itself very reserved about recognizing the 
serious problems raised by the directives. So it is 
essential that the German initiative receive the 
support of other States and of the EP. For this 
reason and with this aim, Greenpeace has 
launched an appeal to all the governments of the 
EU. 


Holland, Italy and Norway have already filed a suit 
against the directive in the European Court of 
Justice (EC)). The Austrians will wait for the EC) 
decision before implementing the directive. 
Belgium and France have expressed important 


objections and do not wish to implement it as it 
now stands. Portugal, Spain, Greece, Luxembourg 
and Sweden have not implemented it either. 


When P Lamy prefers the Hague to La Ciotat 


"| must say that the Hague is one of the rare 
places where one can say "I am responsible for 
trade policy" without expecting to face opposition 
or worse. Because this is really one of the 
problems. | don't mind having stones thrown at 
me, but we must get ride of the notion that 
globalisation heralds the end of civilisation, and 
that trade policy is basically devil's work...It is 
clear that Seattle has left deep scars. Some 
perverse spirits go so far as to suggest that we 
won't be able to start a new round before 2002. 
They now advance that we should wait three years 
before launching it..." 


And further on: "The WTO must learn this 
[transparency and the democratic spirit] if it 
wants to avoid having to face constant and 
demoralizing criticism from whole sections of 
society... In Holland, in Europe and in the rest of 
the world, people are worried about the impact of 
globalisation on the environment, on health, on 
social norms and on cultural diversity ... We must 
find solutions .... without undermining essential 
WTO concepts." 


On disputes with the US over bananas and 
hormone beef, "Europe must reach conformity 
[with WTO rulings], and | have the feeling we're 
on the way to solving both disputes. | regret that 
Europe has taken such a time to conform 
because in conclusion, standing by the WTO rules 
is the only way to advance." (Speech before the 
Confederation of Dutch Employers (VNO-NCW) 
17/10/2000.)

Attac’s positions. 


Faced with a Charter that constitutes an assault 
on social rights, the status of which is most 
alarming as well, Attac is united with trade unions 
and all citizens’ groups that reject it. As an 
association that gathers together moral and 
physical persons with diverse opinions’ on 
European Union’s future architecture, Attac does 
not take a position on the subject. However, it 
does and will pronounce on policies led or planned 
by the Union. 


This is the reason why during the forums, debates 
and all the actions, especially the massive 
demonstration organised in Nice on December, 
6th and the initiatives held the following day, 
Attac will pronounce on the following issues : 


- for a European monetary policy aimed at growth 
and employment. This requires that the 
independance of the European Central Bank be 
placed into question, that it be brought under 
democratic control and that this control be 
articulated at the level of treaties ; 


- for a complementary reform of the treaties that 
would make economic and social cohesion more 
important than the principle of competition ; 


- for the questioning of the Budget Stability Pact, 
which constitutes a structural adjustment plan for 
the Union ; 


- against the requirement placed upon countries 
which are candidates to join the EU that they 
accept all ultraliberal norms imposed on them ; 


- to defend the concept of a public service, which 
the Commission is trying to eliminate under the 
pretext of “competition” ; 


- the elimination of Third World public debt to the 
EU member countries; 


- against all new powers given to the Commission 
in the international trade negociations ; 


- to subordinate international trade to the respect 
for fundamental rights, and thereby to exclude 
completely education, health and agriculture from 
the scope of WTO talks. 


- for the protection of family agriculture within the 
Union and against the subsidies for export crop 
conversion; 


- for a real economic, social and _ cultural 
partnership with the Global South countries and so 
against the establishment of free-trade zones with 
Mediterranean countries and with those of the 
Mercosur, from which only the powerful countries 
and social classes will benefit ; 


- for the urgent set up of a mechanism that would 
enable democratic relation between the EU and 
Africa, aimed at the development of a strategy, 
based on mutual respect, to promote a fair 
development and trade; 


- for a Tobin zone in Europe ; 


- for a determined fight against the outlaw worlds 
of Finance (tax havens and others), first and 
foremost those located in Europe, and _ their 
frequent utilisation by the financial and industrial 
European interests. 


- for the interdiction of global neglect of maritime 
conventions and its utilisation by European 
shiprenters and shipowners. 


- for the right for people and ideas to circulate 
freely within EU, the granting of social rights to all 
migrant workers, and the extension of all civil 
rights to those who have been settled for a long 
time ; 


- and, more generally, for a real European social 
policy raising rights instead of pulling them down. 
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ATTAC INVITES ALL ITS MEMBERS FROM ALL

NICE ON DECEMBER, 6th. 


San Felipe Ecaptepec Declaration 


Second South-North Exchange 
Chiapas, Mexico, October 9-12, 2000 


The Second South-North Exchange, "Peoples of 
the Americas Building Alternatives to Neo- 
liberalism," took place in the community of San 
Felipe Ecatepec, a municipality of San Cristébal de 
Las Casas, Chiapas, Mexico, from October 9-12, 
2000, with the participation of 222 representatives 
and delegates of 128 campesino, indigenous and 
other civil society organizations, hailing from 16 
countries of the Americas: Brazil, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Chile, the Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, Puerto Rico, and the 
United States (‘Turtle Island’). In addition, 
representatives of the following international 
networks were present: Via Campesina, J ubilee 
SOUTH, the Latin American and _ Caribbean 
Committee for the Defense of Women's Rights 
(CLADEM), the Hemispheric Council of the 
Continental Social Alliance, Global Action for the 
Peoples (AGP), the World Assembly of Settlers, 
the Central American Indigenous Council (CICA), 
and the Assembly of the Peoples of the Caribbean. 


The Second South-North Exchange sought to 
continue what the First South-North Exchange 
initiated in Washington, D.C., USA on September 
22-23, 1999. The specific objectives of the 
Second Exchange were: 1) to analyze in a 
comprehensive way the impact of neo-liberal 
policies in the Continent, integrating an analysis of 
gender and the perspectives of indigenous peoples 
and peasant farmers; 2) to exchange experiences 
of struggle and resistance in the face of 
globalization under the neo-liberal model; 3) to 
put forward a plan of action which joins our wills 
and strengths in order to slow and defeat the 
capitalist system which, in its present stage in our 
Continent, is manifested in the neo-liberal form, 
and 4) to build alternative models based on 
ethical, participatory, inclusive, non-sexist, non- 
racist and ecologically sustainable principles. 


After exchanging diverse experiences, analyzing 
the situation the Pueblos of the American 
Continent are living through, and articulating a 
plan of action, everyone present ratified the First 


Declaration of Washington and, in addition, 
DECLARED: 


1) We denounce and reject the globalization of the 
Neo-liberal model as exclusive, undemocratic, 
exploitative, pillaging and genocidal, imposed on 
the world and in particular on our Continent. 

2) Based on the reasons expressed in the previous 
declaration, we oppose the plans to expand the 
‘Free Trade Area of the Americas' (FTAA), and at 
the same time demand that a continent-wide 
referendum be carried out on that issue. 

3) We condemn the so-called External Debt which 
continues to oppress and exploit the peoples of 
the South, including the peoples of Africa, Asia, 
Latin America and the Caribbean, for it is 
illegitimate, immoral and unjust. Therefore, we 
demand reparations for the grave social, cultural, 
economic, political and environmental damages 
inflicted on the people and the land as a 
consequence of debt payments. 

4) We reject the militarization and repression of 
our societies and the increase in the presence of 
United States troops among the peoples of Latin 
America and the Caribbean. We demand the 
immediate withdrawal of these troops deployed 
throughout the continent. This national and 
international militarization is an instrument of 
coercion used to contain the groups and peoples 
who are organized and who oppose the 
implementation of neo-liberal policies. 

5) We emphatically condemn the policies of 
structural adjustment imposed by the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund with the 
complicity of national governments which are part 
of the World Trade Organization (WTO). 

6) We declare ourselves against the exploitation, 
exclusion and the violation of the human rights of 
women and others who suffer discrimination in the 
same form and to the same degree. 

7) We reject the marginalization and structural 
violence which, for more than 508 years, has been 
imposed against the indigenous peoples of the 
Continent as well as against other peoples brought 
from other parts of the world and who have 
suffered the same consequences. 

8) We denounce the abuses committed by 
authorities of the Mexican National Institute of 
Migration against 3 indigenous people 
participating in our exchange (2 Colombians and 1 
Ecuadorian). Enough of racist acts! 


We declare ourselves in favor of the following: 
1) The complete respect for the rights’ of 


indigenous people and their territories and 
territorial integrity, according to Convention 169 
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of the International Labor Organization (ILO), 
taking as fundamental the reaffirmation of the 
inter-cultural identity of the indigenous peoples. 
We demand the ratification, fulfillment, and 
ongoing enforcement of this Convention by all the 
governments of the World. 

2) The dignity and human rights of women and 
children, promoting the recovery and reaffirmation 
of the principles of cooperation and solidarity of 
our peoples. 

3) The building of integrated and_ inclusive 
alternatives for all the peoples of the Continent, in 
order to seek a democratic, just, participatory and 
ecologically sustainable society. 

4) The liberation of political prisoners. 
5) The creation of forums and mechanisms of 
communication which permit us  to_ share 
community and grassroots experiences based on 
the principles of cooperation and solidarity and 
that offer concrete alternatives to the dominant 
and exclusive economic model. 

6) The immediate ratification of the International 
Convention for the protection of the rights of 
migrant workers and their families (UN 1990) by 
all the governments of our Continent. 


On a regional basis, we declare ourselves 
particularly in favor of: 


1) The Caribbean - The withdrawal of the 
Caribbean Basin Initiative and the abolition of the 
economic blockade imposed on the Cuban people. 
We demand the immediate and permanent 
removal of the U.S. Navy from the island of 
Vieques, Puerto Rico and the return and cleanup 
of the environmental contamination of those 


lands. We demand respect for the democratic will 
of the Haitian people. 

2) Mexico - The fulfillment of the San Andrés 
Accords, the demilitarization of Chiapas and a 
rejection of the 'Puebla- Panama’ Project. 


3) Central America - The suspension of and 
moratorium on mega-projects which rob and 
pillage the natural resources of our Continent, and 
particularly in the region from the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec to Costa Rica, such as: the mega- 
project of the Isthmus, the Meso-American 
Corridor, and the bio- prospecting projects in these 
regions. 


4) South America - The proposed Peace Plan for 
Colombia formulated by all sectors of the civil 
society of Colombia and other countries of the 
region who oppose the new military strategy of 
the U.S. as expressed in the Plan Colombia. We 
demand the democratization of all the 
governments of our continent, in particular in the 
Peruvian State, and the recognition, granting, and 
titling of the territories and communal reserves of 
the indigenous and rural peoples of the Continent. 


5) United States (Turtle Island) - The rights of the 
Native-American, Latino, African-American, and 
Asian-American peoples most effected by the 
racist policies imposed by the neoliberal model 
and which translate into a painful process of racial 
criminalization. We vow to work for a change of 
conscience and a change in the systems and 
practices which oppress peoples throughout the 
Continent.
